BELIEF IN TAFT SHAKEN. 


Central West Fears Desired Re- 
sults Will Not Be Obtained 
Through the President's 
Interference. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
‘The next session of congress. promises to 
be a crucial one for the Republican party. 

If legislation be enacted in accordance with 
the progressive thought of the middle west. 
then the resentment felt over the character 
of the tariff revision given will be somewhat 
overcome, 

If, on the other hand, the legislation be 
inadequate in any important respect, the 
feeling against the administration and the 
majority in the house and sénate wil be 
intensified. 

It needs only @ superficial examination of 
political conditions in the states I visited to 
demonstrate that the Republican party is on 
trial as rarely before in its history. 

There is suspicion, grave suspicion, of what 
it purposes todo. From Indiana to, Nebras- 
ka, from Wisconsin and Minnesota to Mis- 
sourl and Oklahoma, there prevails, not 
merely Gouht, but Httle hope that the meas- 
ures which the public interests require will 
be passed in a shape to meet the evils which 
the people of this section want eradicated. 


Taft’s Speeches on Barren Ground. 


It would seem that the outspoken utter- 
ances of President Taft would have cleared 
the public mind, As a matter of fact the 
speeches which he has delivered have not 
been read with the care and to the extent 
which their importance demanded. 

He has discussed sd} many issues and his 
addresses have followed each other with 
such rapidity that his views have not been 
able to sink into the minds of the people. In 
a@ general way, however, and in many cases 
without real knowledge of what the president 
has said, there is a feeling that he has not fn 
every instance proposed the execution of the 
Roosevelt policies in the way promised. 

The unfairness of this is evident... But even 
if the president had gone beyond what Mr, 
Roosevelt had sought; the public wnquestion- 
ably would beve doubted bis ability to reach 
his goal. 


Doubt President’s Vigor. . 


What is regarded as his failure to interfere 
in connection with thé organization of the 


the election of Speaker Cannon; the disap- 


} pointment entertained antong so many thou- 


sands over the result of the tariff revision; 
his indorsemert of Senator Aldrich, and, 
finally, the speech he delivered at Winona, 
Minn.—all these things have operated in the 
minds of the insurgent Republicans to con- 
vince them that he will not. interfere as vig- 
orously as is necessary to obtain the kind 
of measures that are required. 

It is useless to explain that a new presi- 
dent could not take wpon his shoulders the 
quarrels of his predecessor, that even Mr. 
Roosevelt would have advised against such 
a course, and that Mr. Taft, by interference, 
would have created a block of vindictive op- 
position in the house which would have pre- 
vented the realization of the legisiative pro- 
gram he had outlined. 


People Hope for Real Break. 


It ie useless to refer to the pressure he ap- 
plied to congress in connection with the 
framing of the tariff bill, to detail the con- 
cessions he wrung from the standpatters. It 
is useless to speak of the results he at- 
tained and hopes to attain through his pol- 
icy of conciliation with the leaders of the 
house and senate. 

It almost would seem that the people would 
prefer no legislation to a break with the 
men at the head of the party in congress who 
typify the evils of which they complain. 
There is not the slightest question that so far 
as this part of the country is concerned the 
president could regain his popularity to a 
large extent by insisting during the coming 
session upon legislation along advanced lines, 
and doing it without regard to the attitude of 
the congressional conservatives. 

That the president will pursue such a policy 
the insurgents openly flout. One ofthem, for 
example, illustrated his view by recalling 
@ conversation between a mother and son 
‘who were afflicted with a drunken husband 
and father. 

** Mother,”’ asked the ‘boy, “ will we meet 
father in heaven?’ 

“J hope to meet your father there,”’ was 
the reply, “ but I don’t expect todo so.”’

Be Saved from the Hestia.

SHOALED IN. FUNDY BAY. 


Four Boy Passengers Lose Lives; Boat 


and Crew Missing. 


Eastport, Me., Oct. 26—The north Atlan- 
tic’s annual toll of Nves and vessels received 
the first tithe of the winter season from 
the bay of Fundy, today, in the loss of at 
least a score of souls and the destruction on 
a shoal off Seal Cove, Grand Manan, of the 
Donaldson line steamer Hestia, bound from 
Glasgow for St. John and Baltimore. — 

Four of the victimes, Scotch boys, were pas- 


sengere on the ill fated steamer, and the oth- 


ers were members of the crew. 

Capt. Newman and twenty or more mem- 
bers of the crew were last seen early today 
in a ship's boat which was being tossed on 
the stormy sea. 


Six Cling to the Wreck. 

Of the forty persons who were aboard the 
steamer when it piled up on the shoal at 1 
a. m. today only six are positively known 
to haye been saved. They were forced to 
cling to the wreck, shifting their precarious 
positions as often as the steamer was tossed 
by the great seas. 

It was not until afternoon that life savers 
were able to man their boats and reach the 
stranded vessel. When rescued the sur- 
vivors were in a weakened state after their 
fourteen hours’ ordeal, — 

Those known to be saved are: Third Mate 
Stewart, Second Engineer Morgan, and Sea- 


men Keen, Mckenzie, Smith, and McVickar. 


Mistake of Steersman Blamed. 

A heavy northeasterly gale is believed to 
have been responsible for the Hestia’s fate, 
although it is supposed a mistake of the man 
at the wheel in believing he had picked up 
Gannet Rock light While really discerning 
the gleams of the lighthouse on Machias 
Seal island, several miles southwest, carried 
the ship many miles off her course. 

The sailors of the middle watch had been 
owt of their bunks an hour, and all others 
except the navigating officer were stowed 
in bunks or hammocks when the crash came, 
an hour after midnight. 

In the belief that he was leaving Grand 
Manan on the port tack aud following the 


‘usual course to St. John, the navigating offi- 


cer sought the distinguishing marks of that 
route. But they were not to be seen. In- 
stead, the steamer was heading for Seal Cove, 
between Gannet Rock and Machias Sea! 
island, over seas which barely covered a 
treacherous bottom of shoals, It was on 
one of these, just inside Old Proprietor’s 
ledge, that the veseel’s nose became impaled. 


Liféboats Lost in Sea. 

When the Hestia was seen to be doomed 
Capt. Newman ordered his men to prepare 
to put the lifeboats overboard, Three were 
avetia re ywung 
from the deck, but while the tackle of one of 
the boats was being unfastened the small 
craft dropped from the davit into the sea 
and was soon beyond recovery. 

Then preparations were made to prevent a 
second similar mishap. Into another boat 
were placed the four boys and more than 
a dozen members of the crew. 

They had barely taken their places when 
the tackle gave way and without warning 
the boat, with its occupants, was precipitat- 
ed into the turbulent waters. The craft 
capsized, but soon Was righted, and one of 
the boys was seen clinging to the bottom. 
Again the boat was capsized, and this time 
disappeared. 


Last Hope Is Launched. 

Meanwhile those aboard the vessel 
launched the third boat. It was their last 
remaining hope, and they tarried some little 
time to make certain that thig craft should 
not go the way of its predecessdrs. Capt. 
Newman and all the remaining seamen ex- 
cept six entered the boat, These six were 
the ones rescued by the life savers this: 
afternoon. 

Capt. Newman and his men succeeded in 
hauling two of those struggling tn the wa- 
ter into their overcrowded craft, but they 
were unable to rescue others, whose cries 
could be heard above the gale. 

Third Mate Stewart, now in’ charge of the 
stranded steamer and the remaining mem- 
bers of the crew, built a raft and placed it 
in readiness for launching. A supply of wa- 
ter and of food was lashed to it. 


Signal of Distress Hoisted. 

Through the hours of darkness and dawn 
the Hestia gradually settled by the stern. At 
daylight Mate Stewart hoisted the unton 
jack reversed, as a signal of @istress, but it 
was late in the afternoon before the vessel's 
plight was discerned. ‘ 

In the face of the gale, nearly a score of 
fishing craft spt out to the assistance of the 
wrecked steamer, One by one, however, 
they were forced to turn back after answer- 
ing the #ignals of the Hestia. Finally life 
savers were able to get to the ship, and, after 
considerable difficulty, stcceeded in taking 
off the six men. The vessel is a total wreck. 

The Hestia was a steel screw steamer. 
built at Sunderland, in 1890, and was for- 
merly the Mary Beyts. It registered 2,484 tons 
net and hailed from Glasgow, 


Wrecked in Bering Sea. -

‘Trustees of the Field museum, defeated In 
the long Jegal eontroversy with A. Mont- 
gomery Ward over the efection of a home.

Scarcely had the news of the eagerly await- 
ed decision reached'the public when Stanley 
Field, president of the board of trustees, and 
John Barton Payne, the board’s counsel, an- 
nounced they had one more card to play—a 
card they had concealed from the beginning. 

This trump, which the trustees believe will 
swing the tide of the battle finally in their 
favor, Was not played before on account of 
the south park commissioners. It was kept 
in the hand because—in the words of Mr.

Ward Proud of His Victory. 

Th his apartment at 4852 Drexel pontevers. 
Mr, Ward celebrated ‘the victory 
ishing @ precedent in his history. He gave 
THe TRIBUNE an interview on the long fight 
that has brought him criticism from many 
quarters, and closed it with the hope that 
Chicage might appreciate and value his ef- 
forts during his Nfetime, though he had his 
doubts. 

“It has been an uphill fight,” began Mr. 
Ward, “but the victory is sweet. Had I 
knewn in 1890 how long it would take me to 
preserve a park for the people against their 
will L doubt if I would have undertaken it, 
[ think there is not another man in Chicago 
who would have spent the money I have spent 
in this fight, with the certainty that even 
gratitude would be denied as interest. I have 
lived here since 1865 and have watched and 
assisted the city’s development, but this is 
one of the best things I ever did for Chicago. 

’“T have no antagonism against the Field 
museum, but I do not think Grant park isthe 
place for [t, aside from the legal basis of my 
fight. It should be placed near the University 
of Chicago, where it can be of service to the 
growing generation, But had I not fought 
the museum project the park commissioners 
would have filled the park with bulldings, for 
they had nimeteen projects in view, It would 
have been the case of the camel warming his 
nose in the tailor’s shop allover again. 


Says the Poor Want Park. 

“T fought for the poor people of Chicago— 
not for the milHonaires. In the district bound- 
ed by Twenty-second street, Chicago avenue, 
and Halsted street, Hve more than 250,000 
persons, mostly poor. The city has a mag- 
nificent park and boulevard system of some 
fifty miles, but the poor man’s auto is shank’s 
mare, or at best the street cars. Here is a 
park frontage on the lake, comparing favor- 
ably with the bay of Naples, which city offi- 
cials would crowd with buildings, transform- 
ing the breathing spot for the poor into a 
showground of the educated rich. I donot 
think it is right and the highest court in the 
state has thrice upheld me. 

“Why should I enter an agreement for the 
erection of the Field or any other museum in 
Grant park? The law would not permit it, in 
the first place, and the city councils and 
park boards shiftannually. My experience in 
this regard has been one of broken promises. 
Nearly twenty years after I had won my first 
case I permitted the old battery D armory 
on the lake front to remain on promise of 
removal in ninety days. At the end of that 
time they refused to demolish it and another 
law suit was necessary. ° 


Lake Front Dumping Ground.

DIES FOR WIFE AND TT 


Suicide of G. W. Benjamin Brings 
to Light Pathetic Facts. 


LOVED-ONES NEAR EVICTION. 


Home Saved for Them by Life Insur- 
ance Policies tor $20,000. 


A pathetic tale of unselfish devotion, even 
unto death, was disclosed yesterday when the 
facts in connection with the suicide of George 
W. Benjamin, former traffic manager of the 
Springfield Coal corhpany, came to light. 

Mr. Benjamin had failed to pay the inter- 
est On mortgages long past due on his resi- 
dence at Frankfort, Ind.. The last day of 
grace had been reached. There was only one 
way in which money might be raised to save 
his wife and their children from hunger and 
cold—all other means having failed. 

He canried four insurance policies on his 
fe; aggregating $20,000. He made inquiries 
from a life insurance expert to learn if the 
suicide clause in the policies would make 
them yoid if he killed himself. He was told 
the money would have to be paid, 

Up to the day on which he retired to his 
room, buried his face in a sponge saturated 
with chloroform, and lay down to die, Ben- 
jamin expected financial relief from New 
York gity.. He was one of the heirs of a 
large estate on which a settlement was ex- 
pected. The money failed to come and he had 
borrowed all he could from his friends in Chi- 
cago—his former associates in business. 


Death Carefully Planned. 

He had arranged his business affairs with 
accurate detail and had teft long notes of 
instructions for his wife, telling exactly the 
conditions of hie affairs, -His death was 
planned carefully, but not a word of what he 
intended to do was breathed to his most 
intimate friend. He killed himself on Oct, 14 
at his home in Frankfort. 

Mrs. Benjamin had been assured by him 
but an hour before she found the body that 
the threatened eviction would not take place. 

“T have made certain arrangements for a 
settlement of the elaime against me,"’ said 
he, 

He refused to explain the nature of the 
arrangements. 

Edward A. Ferguson, Chicago manager of 
the Union Central Life Insurance company 
of Cincinnati, in which Benjamin was in- 
sured, said last night that the amount of the 
policies would be paid to the beneficiaries 
named in them, regardless of the fact that 
Benjamin committed suicide. 

* The suicide clause in the policies are oper- 
ative for only three years,” he said. “ Mr. 
Benjamin had held his policies longer than 
that and they will bé paid as soon as the 
usual proofs of death are furnished the Cin- 
cinnati office. The polictes were in force at 
the time of Mr. Benjamin’s death. "= 


‘Fortune Lost During Panic. 

When the policies were teken out Mr. Ben- 
jamin was to be wealthy. He lost 
‘a large sum of money on the Chicago stock 
ennai at the time of the financial panic 
in 1007. He told one of the officers in the 
Springfield Coal Mining company he lest 
$75,000 within a month. From other sources 
it was learned that his tota)d losses exceeded 
$200,000. 

Frank F. Loomis, an agent of the Union 
Central Life Insurance company, is the man 
from whom Benjamin sought information 
relative to the insurance policies. 

“He gave me no intimation of what he 
intended to do,” said Mr. Loomis. “TI had 
known him a long time. When he came to 
me and described certaim insurance policies 
he said they were held by a friend of his and 
he wanted to find out if this friend could 
borrow money on them. 

** And if my friend should commit suicide 
could his wife collect on insurance policies?’ 
he asked me. I tok him if she was named 
as his beneficiary she could collect the tota! 
amount named in the policies, provided the 
premiums had been kept. up.’’ 


Money Expected from Estate. 

*“* Benjamin's connection, first with one and 
then another coal firm, had been broken off 
until he got to the point where he worked 
for the Springfield Coal Mining company on 
commissions,’’ said a member of that firm. 
‘“‘He came.to me about three weeks ago 
and told me he was one of the heirs of an ¢s- 
tate in New York City which at one time was 
worth millions of dollars. The estate lost a 
large amount of money in the financial panic 
because of the depreciation of stocks, he said. 
but there was to be a settlement within a 
few days in which he expected to get $24,000. 

“The day before he committed suicide be 
borrowed money of me to go to Frankfort on. 
He said his wife and family were about to be 
evicted from their home and he wanted to 
stop the eviction.” ;

UPON WATERWAYS 


Speaker Tells Voyagers He Is 


Opposed to Issuing Bonds 
at Present. — e 


TAFT ALSO GIVES JOLT. 


Mississippi River Must Wait Un- 
til the Ohio Is Improved, 
He Declares. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

Hickman, Ky., Oct. 26.—[Special.}—Presi- 
dent Taft and “‘ Uncle Joe’’ Cannon, on the 
trip, down the Mississippi river, are fighting 
out the question whether or not bonds 
should be issued for the improvement of the 
inland waterways. Speaker Cannon will be 
found supporting Mr. Taft in the recome 
mendation provided the president cannot be 
dissuaded, but the speaker will do his best 
to get him to change his mind. “Uncle Joe’s”’ 
enemies are saying that his support of a 


r bond issue would be only a partial fulfillment 


of promises made by the Republican leaders 
in congress when President Taft signed the 
Payne tariff bill. 

In the meantime, however, the.speaker is 
showing on this cruise down the river that 
he differs radically with the president on this 
proposition. The president in one or two of 
his recent speeches has condemned the piece- 
meal plan on which the waterways improve- 
ment is being carried out. Today at Cairo 
the speaker lauded the ‘‘ contract sygtem”’ 
before the president's face. 

“It has operated well,”’ said he. ‘“‘ Hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars have been expend- 
ed. It is a good system. It has brought or- 
der into the method of doing the government 
work, and I am for the system.” 


Make Haste Slowly—Cannon. 

Again, paraphrasing Agrippa’s reply to St. 
Paul, “Uncle Joe” said, turning to Presi- 
dent Taft: “Almost thou persuadést me to be 
as thou art save as to these bonds.”’ 

He went on to say that there was no neces- 
sity for the tseuing of bonds until the plans 
for the-improvements had been definitely 
settled and the plants for the work had been 
assembled. 

*“ We can pay for the plants,” said Cannon, 
“from our ordinary revenues. Be sure we 
are right before we go ahead.” 

The speaker's speech was a sort of a wet 
blanket for the fifteen boatloads of deep 
waterway rooters, although “ Uncle Joe” 
had done his best to soften ite effect. He 
head declared that he indorsed every word of 
Mr. Taft's St. Louls waterways speeches, 
then he promptly turned round and made ex- 
ceptions. 

“You want to know how I stand on the 
improvement of inland waterways and our 
harbors,”’ said Mr. Cannon. ‘ Well, just 
read the president’s St. Louis speech and 
then you can say to yourself: ‘ That is what 
Cannon and all the rest of the Illinois dele- 
gates believd.’ ” 

In publicly accepting the president's 
speech, the speaker, of course, indorses his 
statements against the “ pork barrel ’’ poli- 
tics in distributing the rivers and harbors 
improvements. This indorsement, coming 
from the man who has held the cover to the 
pork barrel for a good many years, was re- 
ceived with smiles by the 150 congressmen 
at the Cairo meeting. 


Tatt Giveg Ohiq Precedence. 

Nearly all of the delegates who are steer- 
ing their zigzag course over the Mississippi 
river sand bars are rooting only for a deep- 
ening of the river into a fourteen foot chan- 
nel. That was the improvement which is 
pressing; that was the one for which con- 
gress must authorize bonds in the next ses- 
sion. Well, President Taft indicated today 
that the Mississippi could wait until the 
Ohio river improvements were finished. It 
was a crue! blow to the junketers. Here they 
have three days more of this sand bar dodg- 
ing cruise ahead of them and the president 
has taken all the wind out of their sails so 
far as the next session of congress is con- 
cerned. 

“It seems better,” said the president, “‘ to 
push first the completion of the Ohio river 
improvements as a demonstration of what 
can be dene and then take up the Mississippi. 
Perhaps that plan won't meet the views of 
the people in the Mississippi river valley and 
Illinois, but they can congratulate them- 
selves that I haven't the power to decide on 
that subject.”’ 

In making this statement at Cairo, Mr. 
Taft was perfectly safe so far as the audi- 
ence of 10,000 was concerned, for that city is 
at the mouth of the Ohio. Some of the deep 
waterways people accused Mr. Taft of being 
diplomatic in reserving this important state- 
r 0 for Cairo and he accepted the imputa- 

on. 


Taft Voice Still Husky, 

President Taft's voice was husky again 
today and h¢é had trouble in making him- 
self heerd at ali of his stops. He had to 
cut one or two of his speeches short. “ Uncle 
Joe " in his Cairo spcech made an heroic sug- 
gestion. 

“I'm not in the same situation as the 
president,”” said he; “he had a great deal 
to say, but lacked the voice. I’ve got the 
voice, but haven't much to say. If I could 
only put my throat on his shoulder end 
give him my voice with his head what a 
magnificent talk you would get now.” 

Uncle Joe laid his cigar on the platform 
railing while he was epeaking, but said 
“damn” once or twice just to make his 
identification certain. 

The speaker dilated on the beauties of 
the Mississippi. The only trouble with it 
was that it nad no more regard for its 
boundaries than a duck has for a June bug.

Other men on the voyage are 
enjoying the social and scenic features. Not 
so. the brindled‘ Billy of Chicago. Most of the 
time he is in thé cabin, deep in consultation 
with “ Uncle Joe,”” Congreseman Rodenburg, 
or some other Republican leader in Illinois. 

His not-at-all-heroic-highness Czar Can- 
non made a most spectacular speech at Cairo, 
spectacular less for what he said than for the 
impassioned gestures with which he accom- 
panied it. Then he retired to his cabin, 
whence he had not emerged when the steamer 
made its last stop for the day. 


Cannon Uses Insurgents Harshly. 
Though it was impossible to drag the speak- 
er forth to discuss John Callon O’Laughlin's 
study of the political conditions in the middie 
west, he was frank enough in his denuncia-

The correspondents and the gov- 
ernors retired to the upper deck and spent 
half an hour in megaphoning this message 
to the boat behind. 

“Tell the Lily to send the motor boat to the 
St. Paul quick; important.” 

After waiting for an hour with their hands 
behind their ears this reply came faintly 
through the megaphone, efter having been 
relayed over four boats: 

“Capt. Sloan wants to know what you 
want of the motor boat.”’ 

At 1 o'clock In the morning the correspond- 
ents were still on the upper deck shouting 
through megaphones ae they passed each 
town: 

“ Taft ill; no banquet; telephone St. Louls 
papers collect.” 

But it was all futile. 
was held last night so far as some papers are 
concerned.

Another Possum for President. 


The president got another possum today. 
The St. Paul got ft aboard at Cairo and the 
governors had it cooked.

Mr. Taft's own hands. While the twenty- 
five governors sang ‘‘O, dat possum” the 
president smiled his acknowledgments.

The two hundred shivering dignitaries 
found only eight or nine automobiles to carry 
them’ and they hustled back to bed, happy 
martyrs. 

Postmaster General Hitchock was one of 
the early risers. He started to walk to the 
normal school and when he found he could 
not make it waited for the automobiles to 
return. He waved his arms frantically, but 
they passed him unheeded. And then might

landing. He arrived on the levee breathless, 
but too late. He rejoined the party at Cairo, 
The president will stop tomorrow at Mem- 
phis.

gays Murdock, “It is not even a revolt 
against Cannon. It is a revolt against the 
system which makes Cannon possible. Tue 
TRIBUNE'S correspondent is entirely right 
about the situation in the northwest, but he 
is mistaken in the cause of the political un- 
rest. It is the determination of the voters to 
have a representative government at Wash- 
ington, instead of government by one man, 
that has given to the so-called insurrection 
its vitality. It is a movement that will grow 
‘as Tong as the evil which created it per- 
sists.”’ 

But now, not so far from the district of 
the militant Murdock comes Representative 
Politts Elvins# Republican, of Missouri. 
There is lead and zinc in his district. 

**I don’t know about the northwest,”’ said 
he. “‘ but in my district Cannon is popular, 
almost as much so as Taft. Heisn’t popular 
because he is Cannon, but because we think 
he stands for the maintenance of the tariff, 
and that is what we want.’’ 


View of Democratic Lloyd. 

So the’ Republicans Murdock and Elvins 
disagree vitaliy. Then comes the Democrat 
James T. Lloyd of Missouri, chairman of the 
Democratic congressional committee, who 
agrees with Murdock. Says Lloyd: 

‘My judgment is that the speaker of the 
house, Mr. Cannon, has but little apprecia- 
tion of the sentimeni of the middie west in 
regard to his course as the presiding officer 
of the house. If he did, hé too much appre- 
ciates friend#hip and loyalty to force his fol- 
lowers in the house of representatives to 
make the sacrifice necessary to maintain that 
friendship by supporting him for sp aker 
again. 

‘Tne insurgent members of the hous- and 
senate represent much i.cfe in s°ntiurent 
than the limited territory which they rep- 
resent. There is a large and influential ele- 
ment of the Republican party who are de- 
termined to no longer stand for the domit- 
nation of Cannon and Aldrich. They are 
humiliated at the spectacle of their control 
of congress, and their conversion of the pres- 
ident to their views. Most persons believe 
Mr. Taft sincere, but many are convinced 
he has yitided to the seductive power of 
these two leacerapot political thought in the 
tariff legislation and that his judgment in 
other matters will be determfffed in the final 
analysis by the position of these great chief- 
tains.”’ 

“The end of the controversy is not yet. 
Differences are growing greater, and the 
course of the elements are more divergent, 
and matters polititally are not settled, and 
the insurgents need not be condemned until 
the people have passed upon the issues.”’ 


Warner Sees No Revolt. 

Comes then-Senator William Warner of 
Missouri. ‘“ All nonsense,”’ says he of the 
O’Laughliin article. ‘‘So far as Missouri is 
concerned there is no dissatisfaction with the 
tariff law. Of course, it is not the best of ail 
conceivable laws, for it was necessarily a 
compromise between conflicting ‘interests, 
but the people of my state are contented with 
it and have no hostility to the two great jead- 
ers who put it through.” '

him.

Wagon load after wagon load of damp and 
dry garbage is deposited in a hole—the result 
of clay exéavations—day and night. Over 
this huge pile, from which the stench is al- 
most unbearable, women tramped yesterday 
searching for bottles, fron, rags, and what- 
ever might turn.a penny. Playing in the 
neighborhood of the filth were fifty children 
under 12 years of age. 

One by oné these children were questioned 
as to..conditions in their homes. Replies 
invariably were that sickness existed at pres- 
ent or tha&some one just had recovered or 
died. 


Clouds of Dust Blown About, 

“On dry days the dust rises from that hor- 
rible hole in clouds and is Diown over to the 
street and tnto all the places of business 
here,” said Louie Hoppk, a saloonkeeper at 
the corner of Forty-seventh and Robey 
street. “ Bverybody tn the district woul do 
almost anything if they could succeed in hav- 
ing this garbage hole removed.”’ 

The objectionable spot extends over prob- 
ably twelve acres. There are fio plants for 
burning the garbage, though the understand- 
ing was that several such Were to be in-+ 
stalled when an injunction, once secured by 
the residents, was removed ten years ago. 

Arguments and appeals, made to the proper 
authorities, in which? facts and figures have 
been advanced showing that in the end 
consumption of garbage by burning would be 
cheaper, have produced no. response, say 
those who have presented the data. 

“The districts about the dump are un- 
usually thickly populated,’ said Miss Anna- 
bel Van Horn of the. University of Chicago 
settlement, 
many inetences. -It is mothing short of a 
crime that these should be made worse to the. 
point of death to scores of babies by the 
continuance of the dreadful place. 


Wet Garbage in Plenty. 

“Tt has been stated time and again that 
nothing but dry garbage is dumped there. 
But we have found that wet garbage has 
been dumped there many times, and women 
from the districts whence it comes saw as 
much today. 

“ The.spot.is one of the worst blotches on 
Chicago. . These little children cannot get 
away fnom .the neighborhood. They are 
forced to breath the noxious fumes and en- 
dure the bite of germ laden flies. It is little 
jwonder that they die day by day while those 
that do not guccumb must struggle along 
with one attack of sickness after agother.”’ 

“ Conditions could hardly be worse,’’ said 
a physician who investigated the “dump” 
for THe TRIBUNE yesterday. ‘‘ There is lit- 
tle excuse for it either, as all scientists know. 
European cities and towns consume every 
spoonful of garbage and the municipalities 
even reap rewards from the sale of the same.’’

United States District Attorney Edwin Sime 
esked the federal Court of Appeals yester+ 
day to terminate the bail bonds of John R. 
Walsh forthwith and order him remanded to 
jail. In his petition the district attorney as- 
serts it is Known that Mr. Walsh fs now en- 
gaged in important business negotiations 
Which may result fn a settlement of his finan- 
celal entanglements and declares the govern- 
ment attorneys fear that he may flee the 
country and take up his residence in a foreign 
land. 

The Court of Appeals has takén a day fh 
which to consider the matter and to receive 
the reply which the government attormeys — 
wish to make to John S&S Miller's answer to 
their petition, and has set the case for hear 
ing again this morning. 

In the meantime Mr. Walch is hard at work 
trying to conclude negotiations for the 
of his raflroads and other properties. He is 
working practically alone on this deal, and — 
according to statements made by thé bankers 
who hold his note and of the men who have 
guaranteed this note and have deposited thefle 
own securities as collateral he has not seen &t 
to take them into his confidence nor even te 
intimate to them the names of the persons 
with whom he is negotiating. 


Walsh Appears in Court. |

Stevens Case Is Recalled. 


Official Washington has been quick to draw 
@ parallel between the killing of Prince Ito 
and the assassination in San Francisco about 
a year and a half ago of Durham Stevens, 
who had been Prince Ito’s right hand man in 
the reorganization of the Corean government 
following the Russo-Japanese war. 

Mr. Stevens had been a most active agent 
in carrying out Prince Ito’s plans for the res- 
toration of peace and order in Corea and the 
regeneration of the dynasty, thereby incur- 
ring the hatred of & considerable element in 
Corea Which was attached to the old order 
of things. 

_It was known that the lives of both Prince 
Ito &nd: Durham Stevens @vere in constant 
jeopardy, and every precaution was taken by 
the Japanese officers to protect them, It is 
a curious coincidence that so long as the two 
remained in Corea, the center of the disturb- 
ance, their lives were spared, but this doubt- 
less was owing to the remarkably effective 
protective measures adopted to safeguard 
their persons. 

It remainéd for each of these men to meet 
his death after he had concluded his work in 
Corea and apparently had returned to ways 
of peaceand safety. Stevens had been grant- 
ed a liberal pension by the Japanese govern- 
ment and had returned to America to rejoin 
his family, only to fall before the bullet of a 
vengeful Corean just as he crossed the por- 
tals of hisown land. So Ito, after winding up 
his career in Corea and having devoted the 
remainder of his life to quiet investigation 
and the pursuit of ease, was shot down in 
Manchuria by a Corean when it was supposed 
he was no longer an object of their resent- 
ment. 


Gen. Edwards in Tribute. 


Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, chief of the 
bureau of insular affairs of the war depart- 
ment, had this to say of Prince Ito today: 

“TI well recall Prince Marquis Ito on both 
of the recent visits to Japan of President 
Taft. On the first occasion, that when the 
congressional party accompanied President 
Taft to the Philippines in 1905, we all saw 
much of Prince Ito. He.took the greatest 
fancy to the president and was with him 
‘every y at the continuous functions dur- 
ing the’ week's stay at Sheba palace. 

“On the occasion of Count Terouchi’s 
luncheon to Mr. Taft and the congressional] 
party at the beautiful arsenal grounds 
Prince Ito, when called upen to make an ad- 
dress of welcome, arose, Walked back and 
forth along the side of the table, and sang a 
song of four or five stanzas, the words of 
which were from a poem that he himself had 
composed the day before im honor of Presi- 
dent Taft and his visitors. 

‘‘He was in the jolliest kind of a mood and 
this unbending of dignity created the great- 
est surprise among the various distinguished 
Japanese who were our hosts on that occa- 


sion.’ 


Traveling Japanese Shocked. 

Worcester, Mass.. Oct. 26—Reluctant to 
believe the news, and with strong words of 
appreciation of the policies and political ac- 
complishments of Prince Ito, the honorary 
Japanese commercial commissioners, who 
arrived in this city from Boston early teday, 
learned of the assassination of the Japanese 
statesman. Baron Shibusawa, the head of 
the commission, was nearly prostrated for a 
time and wept bitterly. The members of the 
party were unanimous in praise of Prince 
Ito" s leadership in what they called. the 

‘new Japan.’ 

As the leader of the party, Baron Shfbu- 
sawa was the chief spokesman. He said: 

“The news of the assassination of Prince 
Tto is so sudden that I hesitate to beleve it. 
It seems, however, that there is no room for 
doubt. If this be true, our country could 
sustain no greater loss tfan the death of this 
distinguished citizen. 

Personally Prince Ito was a Uberal and 
philanthropic man. He was liked by al) 
people with whom he came in contact. Bei 
however, the foremost maker of the ne 
Japan, in the fity years of his politica) 


life he often was exposed to the danger of | 


assassination, but by the grace of heaven 
he had been enjoying the best.of health and

Won New Constitution, 

“Hig political activities were manifold. 

Among them the most ‘conspicuous was his 
institution of the new conetitution. It was 
the emperor who gave the constitution which 
was the most conspicuous chenge in the 
policy of Japan, and this changé was greatly 
due to Prince Ito’s foresight. 

“His cou nearly all agree’ 
that the emperor had no adviser in whom he 
had more confidence than’ Prince Ito, whose 
death will ie Sprees See Phe aieety. 

_ “'Phe Inte prince never hesitated in the 
face of adversity and was a most devoted 
public servant. He served five terme as 
prime minister, and in spite of his official 
duties, he thought of his other duties in the 


Chosu in those days of the shogunate was one 
of the strongest vassals of the land, and his 
province, together with that of Satsuma, the 
birthplace of Admiral Togo, bred the best 
fighters and best thinkers of the island em- 
pire. Even today the hall mark of Chosu 
and of Satsuma stands for the best blood of 
the emperor's realm. 

In the earlier years of his life Prince Ito 
was a progressive, studying at 41] times, and 
fighting whenever necessary for what he be- 
Heved to be the betterment of Japan. Asa 
result, his growth in favor more than kept 
pace with the advancement of the Japanese 
empire, 

When in 1888 Prince Sanjo resigned the 
prémiership of the empire, Ito, recently made 
a count because of his meritorious service 
the year previously in drawing up the Tient- 
sin agreement with Li Hung Chang, was put 
in the exalted place. He then was 44 years 
ol4 and ingensibly and without appointment 
he became one of that close circle of “* genro 
statesmen,” that unofficic! body that stands, 
above all constitutiona! provisions, next to 
the emperor to advise him and to conduct a 
constitutional monarchy really as an olig- 
archical despotism. 


Task in Peace Negotiations. 

After resigning the premiership to fill the 
chair of president of the newly created house 
of peers, the upper house in the Japanese par- 
liament established by the constitution for 
which he himself had labored, Ito had a large 
task shouldered upon him. He met Li Hung 
Chang as a peace envoy at the close of the 
short and bloody war with China, and at 
Shimonoeeki, his home town, the famous 
peace treaty which contained the seeds of 
the future greater war with Russia was 

igned by him. 

uring the next ten years, Count (now be- 
come Marquis) Ito. played no less an active 
part than before in governmental affairs. 
How great a share he took in the task of 
secret preparation for the war to come can 
only be guessed, but certain it is that his was 
the most far seeing mind in Japan and after 
‘tthe powers had forced the cession of Port 
Arthur and otherwise tinkefed with the 
terms of peace of Shimonoseki Ito saw that 
the nation he had helped so much to upbuild 
must gird itself for a life and death struggle 
with the Adam Zad. 

The war came and Ito, in his place near 
the throne, helped to keep the fortunes of 
Japan in the ascendant and to establish 
the seemingly unnatural sympathy for his 
country among the Anglo-Saxons. 

When the peace of Portsmouth was signed 
Ito was included in the great uproar against 
the government on the part of the smail poli-

Ito Outlives Mob’s Wrath. 


** But Ito was above the wrath of the mob. 
His last and greatest work lay before him. 
That was to make Corea. the fruit of the war. 
a Japanese province without seeming to do 
so. He went to his task in November, 1905, 
with the eyes of all the nations upon him. 

They still tell the story in Seoul, the capital 
of Corea, of the night when Ito and Gen. 
Hasegawa, the head of the Japanese military 
forces in Seoul, went to the palace of the 
cowering Corean emperor to force him to 
sign away the sovereign rights of the an- 
cient land. There they met the ministers of 
state and the personal representatives of his 
majesty, but the emperor sulked in his cab- 
inet and would not come out. Patiently the 
Marquis Ito went over the whole situation 
with the ministers, urging upon them the 
necessity of bowing to the inevitable; Hase- 
gawa grew restless and rattled his sword in 
its scabbard. 

, After long hours of palaver one of the min- 
isters on a pretext left the room. He at- 
tempted to escape from the palace, but a 
Japanese lieutenant met him at the door and 


Iturned him back. Just in that minute the 


helpless minister had seen the glitter of bayo- 
nets im the moonlight. The whole palace was 
surrounded by Japanese infantrymen. 


: Emperor’s Seal Stolen? 

The emperor refused until] the last to affix 
his seal upon the treaty yielding sovereignty 
to Japan, and a story believed by ntany has 
it that on Ito’s orders Japanese soldiers went 
to the office of the prime minister, broke open 
his strong box, and brought the great state 
geal to the marquis, who set the vermiliion 
impression of the empefor to the treaty with 
bis own hands. 

However that may be, from that night 
Corea ceased toexist. Books have been writ- 
ten about the work Marquis Ito did as resi- 
dent general of Corea, some of them violently 
partisan, either for or against the Japanese 
statesman and the régime he represented. 
No far eastern question since the close of 
the war with Russia has stirred up so much 
acrimony among the foreigner® living there 
as this assimilation of Corea. . 

Ito's task to Prcecreg os He had to re- 
build a decayed e remold a people 
more medieval than his own were at the time 
when the shogunate was overthrown. 

The people bitterly resented change and 
hated the Japanese. Ito's worst enemies can-

It 
was the original intention of the trustees to 
éondemn Mr. Ward's easement, but it was 
mot done because the Quark commissioners 
only had the power to start these proceed- 
ings. Now there will be no objection on the 
part of the commissioners, and we will begin 
at once. I think the statute which was passed 
in. 1891 and amended in 1903 covers the point 
clearly and decisively. 

“There are instances on record where au- 
thorities of parks have started such proceed- 
ings and have been successful.

Mr. Ward's part in the park Htigatiow has 
been in the hands of Attorneys Merrick and 
Hanecy from the beginning. When Mr. Han- 
ecy filed the first suit Mr. Merrick was a 
clerk in his law office, and when Mr. Hanecy 
became a judge, Mr. Merrick, then a practic- 
ing attorney, took up the case. When Mr. 
Hanecy returned to law ~~ he again 
joined in the fight. 

“The fight is over,’ Mr. Merrick said, 
“There will be no more buildings in Grant 
park, for there is no appeal from the State 
Supreme court in this case. We are not afraid 
gf the condemnation joker and are prepared 
for it if-it is ever played.”’ 


Court Emphatic in Ritling. 

With some degree of feeling that a case 
it has twice decided should again come be- 
fore it, the Supreme court decided unequiv- 
ocally that no building may be erected up: ut 
the lake front of Chic ago, either east or 
west of the railfoads. Justice Cartwrigh: 
announced .the decision, im which Montgom- 
ery Ward wins on every’ point. In the be- 
ginning the court says: 

“This is a renewal of a controversy of 
long standing between. Ward and the public 
authorities having contro! and management 
of what is known as Grant park. It has 
been adjudicated twice, Once in the case of 
the city of Chica ago against Ward, 169 IIii- 
nois, and again if\the case of Bliss vs: Ward, 
in 198 Lllivois, in both of which cases the 
court made it positive that no buildings can 
be srierery in Grant park for any purpose 
by any authority whatsoever.”’ 


Dedicated for Park Purposes. 

Continuing the opinion declares that Grant 
park was dedicated for park purposes and 
a plat which was drafted at the time the 
ground Was turned over to public use con- 
tained a provision that the public ground be- 
tween Randolph and Madison streets an@ 
fronting on Lake Michigan is not tome occu- 
pied with buildings of any description. 

It cites the fact that the Superior court 
decreed the erection of a museum was a 
proper use of the park and that the park 
commissioners had a right to erect the build- 
ing on that portion of the park lying east 
of the railroad right of way. But the park 
commissioners, the Supreme court asserts, 
had no such right west of the railroad right 
of way. ~ Ward was restrained by Judge 
Dupuy from interfering. Both Ward and 


the Field Museum of Natural History abd) 


commissioners prayed an appeal. 

In giving its opinion the Supreme court 
stated there was no’ basis for dividing the 
park in two sections, and that the south park 
commissioners anc' the Meld Museum of Nat- 
ural History had only the right derived from 
the city of Chicago and the legislature. 


Says Park Board Counsel Err. . 

Attorneys for the museum having raised 
the-point that buildings have been erected in 
other parks and anyplied it to Grant park, the 
court said: 

“The questions concerning the proper uses 
of parks and what may be erected or have 
been erected in other public parks are not in- 
volved tn this case and counsel are in error 
in their view that the question * whether 
bufldings may ‘be erected in this park has 
not been decided.’’ 

Continuing. the court says: 

“Where a park has been dedicated for a 
particular purpose, the municipality having 
it in charge cannct divert it. To permit suc- 
cessive agencies to litigate a question is in- 
tolerable and contrary to all gules of law. 
Neither the-legisiature nor a city can vio- 
late the restrictione imposed in the dedice- 
tion of property. 

“ The Superior céurt decree is reversed and 
remanded, with directions to decree a dis- 


missal of the cross bill for want of equity. and |

LOCAL: OPTION DECISION. 
Supreme Judges Affirm Lower 
Court’s Ruling in Calumet 
Case; Attorneys Suspended. 


Gov. Charles*S. Deneen wil! pay the fine 
of $500 ‘mposed by the Supreme court of 
Iiinois on Sheriff Christopher Strassheim 
yesterday for contempt of court in a delay in 
taking former Judge Abner Smith tothe pen- 
itentiary last summer after his conviction of 
wrecking the Bank of America. 

Sheriff Strassheim, who was cited for con- 
tempt on June 21 last, paid the fine in Spring- 
field, but after returning to Chicago recgjved 

a telegram from C. U. Tinney, private secre- 
wens o the Bovernor, stating that the gov- 
ernor’ “4 private purse wil] stand the brunt of 
the court's Gecision. .° 

“The skeriff never intended to willfully 
commit contempt of court or to show any 
disrespect for the court,” said Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Peters last night. ‘“‘ He acted on the 
advice of the governor and ‘obeyed his or- 
ders,”” 


Warning to Sheriffs, 

Warning to sheriffs and other public offi- 
clals who may be tempted to stretch their 
‘powers under the law was given by the Su- 
preme court in the Strassheim decision, 
which pointed out there has been a tendency 
on the part of public gsfictals to take risks 
unjustified 6F law. 

Respecting the attitude of the public offi- 
cials referred to in its decision, the Supreme 
court said: 

The*Smith case ts not the first to which our at- 
tention has been called. The assumption of any 
public official charged with the duty of exécuting 
the mandates of the court of authority to suspend 
execution ef such mandates tends to discredit the 
administration of justice. ; 

Respecting Sheriff Strasshelm’s own con- 
duct, the decision said: 

If it was desired to give the convicted party an 
opportunity to. personally prosecute his applica- 
tion for a pardon, there was a legal way by which 
that opportunity could have been given him. 


Interprets Dry Law. 

Interpretation of the local option law was 
given by the Supreme court in an opinion 
dismissing a petition for a writ of man- 
damus to compel the town clerk of the towgp 
of Calumet and the board of election com- 
missioners of the city of Chicago to place 
upon the ballot in the election last April a 
proposition a& to whether the town of Calu- 
met should become anti-saloon territory. 

In affirming the action of the lower court 
the Supreme court rejected a contention that 


| the registration provision of the city elec- 


tion law is unconstitutional in discriminat- 
ing between voters of different parts of the 
same political subdivision. 

To hold otherwise, said the court, would 
be to hold that the city election law applied 
only to city elections, and was unconstitu- 
tional as to elections not confined to terri- 
torial limits where the ldw is enforced. 

Against the protest of Chief Justice Far- 
mer and Justice Vickers, the Supreme court 
introduced an innovation in disbarment pro- 
ceedings by ‘suspending Attorney Theodore 
G. Case of Chicago for one year. Case was 
accused of collusion and concealing facts in 
a divorse proceeding. 

George B. Chamberlain, another Chicago 
attorney, Was disbarred because of accusa- 
tions of failure to account bromptly for 
money collected by him while con ducting the 
Lafayette Mercantile agency. 


Defends a Bequest. 


The Supreme court held that it ts a real 
charity for a man to bequeath $30,000 for 
the erection of a drinking fountain for horses, 
and that the bequest made by the late Henry 
Grayes of Chicago is not subject to taxa- 
tion. -Such a foundation ts to be erected by 
the south park commissioners in memory of 

‘Ike Cook,” the first horse to trot a mile in 

2:30 in cllinois. It was contended that the 
Siaeent was not @ charit7, but was for the 
purpose of perpetuating the pride of the 
donor. 

Conviction of Charles Williams and Kd- 
ward Jackson, alias Edward Jacobson. in 
Cook county, was sustained by the Supreme 
court as to Jackson, but reversed as to Will- 
iams. The men were convicted of picking the 
pocket of David M. Moses of San’Francisco 
of $460 at the Union station,

Under a decision rendered yesterday by 
the Illinois Supreme court Chicago will have 
to pay the railroad damages arising from 
the destruction of cars during the American 
Railway union strike of 1894, which was led™ 
by Bugene V. Debs. The court held that the 
city was responsible for the cars whether 
they were owned by the company on whose 
tracks they were when burned or not. 

The case was a test, and was brought by 
the Pennsylvania company, which was 
awarded $100,000. The ‘decision upholdg one 
of a jury in the Dy Page County Circuit court 
four years ago. 

Damages asked by. the Burlington and 
other roads will, if allowed, bring the total 
up to $700,000, 


Suits to Be Pushed, 


Sults were not pushed by the pther roads 
which were waiting the result of the Penn- 
sylvania case. They now will be prosecuted, 
however, unless the city appeals te the 
United States’ Supreme court. 

Companies which did not originally bring 
suits have no cause for action because of 
the statute of limitations. 

Frank J. Loesch, attorney for the Pennsy]- 
vania, appeared pleased at the court’s de- 
cision, but said he had expected it. ‘ “The 
city took the position that the law Was un- 
éonstitutional,’’ he declared, ‘ but it had al- 
ready been upheld by the courts before this 
decision was rendered and there are no 
grounds for an appeal to the United States 
Supreme court,”’

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 24—[Special.]—Ex- 
penditure of more than $5,000,000 in giving 
Milwaukee a new main line to run north- 
west from the city to Clyman, Dodge county, 
via West Allis or Lindwurm, a distance of 
fifty-five miles from the lake shore station. 
is announced by the Chicago and North- 
western railway. 

This is a project embracing the mdst ex- 
tensive improvements undertaken by any 
transportation line \n Wisconsin for years. 
Directors of the cOmpany have approved 
plans for a double track line, and work wil! 
begin within a short-time, all surveys hay- 
ing been completed. ; 

Thereis involved the erection of large yards 
at Butler, in Milwaukee county, where 350 
acres ‘Of land have been purchased, This is 
to permit as far as possible the classification 
of cars gnd trains and in eliminating smoke 
and noise within the city. In a sense there will 
be a belt line, permitting usage in such a 
manner as to give the city and its manufac- 
turing interests the full advantage of a belt 
railroad. 

Primarily it is Intended for a: main line 
which will enable the Northwestern to get 
from the south to the new western short line 
to St. Paul, avoiding running directly 
through the heart of the city. 

The extension beyond Clyman has not been 
definitely determined upon, but it is not un- 
likely that it will be coupled with the St. Paul 
and Minneapolis branch at Elroy.

Has Chance to Satisfy West. 


If the president, in spite of the limitations 
legally placed by congress upon the board 
of experts to assist him in executing the 
maximum and minimum provision of the 
tariff bill, shajl require that board to make 
a thorough investigation of tariff conditions 
at home and abroad and use the reports 
they make in the interest of a proper and 
effective revision, then he will go a long 
way towards satisfying the sentiment, which 
unquestionably exists in the middle west. 

There is no doubt the people are tired of 
log rolling in connection with the tariff. In- 
deed, the great majority of them, and this 
includes manufacturers and business men, 
would prefer to see the tariff removed en- 
tirely from politics. {t is generally known 
that the president supported originally the 
plan of a tariff commission, and it is hoped 
he will .use his great inmfiuence to write 
kK into law. It is realized, that unless there 
shall be a specific enactment of this plan 
a future president may deem it necessary 
to confine the activity of the existing tariff 
board within the narrpw limits of the Ald- 
‘rich statute. 


Will Confer with Insurgents. 


‘In spite of the criticism which the insur- 
gents are making of President Taft, it Is 
known that he purposes to consult with them 
and whenever he deems it proper to act with 
them in the interest of the legislation he will 
advocate. In other words, whatever the in- 
ference the insurgents have drawn from his 
Winona speech, the president still regards 
them as belonging to the party of which he 
is, to quote the words he himself used, “ the 
titular head."’ 

He has invited several) of them to confer 
with him upon certain phases of corporation 
and railroad legislation. Henow has a com- 
mittee at work which may be expected to 
draft the conservative program in connec- 
tion with these issues. It is probable the 
president, by a policy of tact and concilia- 
tion, will endeavor to bring the two factions 
together so that the legislation obtained wilt 
represent practically a united party, and as 
such can be defended by almost every one of 
its members. 

Whether he will be successful the results 
of course will tell. The indications are he 
will not be. Backed up by such a strong 
sentinient, the insurgent representatives and 
senators may be expected to démand the 
taking of a legislative step forward which 
the conservatives will not permit. 


Party Chasm May Be Widened. 


The situation as it exists at present fore- 
shadows the widening of the chasm in the 
Republican party. Some of Mr. Taft’s legis- 
lative recommendations are criticised frank- 
ly for not going far enough. He will be told 
so. before he prepares his annual message 
to congress. If he fails to heed the sug- 
gestions advanced then he may expect op- 
position from the same sources from which 
it‘came during the tariff fight. 

The insurgents declare they do not want 
to embarrass the president. They assert 
they are trying to avoid criticism of the chief 
executive and as proof point to the way in 
which they are concentrating their fire upon 
Senator Aldrich and Speaker Cannon. But 
it is evident to them, as it is. evident to the 
people of the middle west, that continued op- 
position to the president's program of legis- 
lation will force Mr. Taft to work with the 
men from whom he can obtain results. 


Taft May Regain Lost Ground. 


This is a feature of the situation which 
has elements of danger for them. Mr. Taft 
has not lost al his popularity by any means. 
A sudden stroke may put practically a united 
people behind him again. He has the power 


be able to exercise influence upon the cam- 
paigns of the insurgents for reélection. Con- 
|} sequently those who hold office have to con- 
sider with care whether it is advisable to 
oppose the president too openly. 

At the present time the insurgents have 
the upper hand so far a» the preponderance 
of public sentiment in the middle western 
states is concerned. The large proportion 
of independent voters is behind them. The 
latter Go not see that the Democratic party 
offers them any hope of full relief from the 
evils to which they object. They are em- 
phatically opposed to old line Republicanism 
as exemplified in their minds by Aldrich and 
Cannon. Therefore, they are in a waiting 
attitude, with, as stated, their sentiment 
backing insurgency. 

If the Republican party is to retain the sup- 
port of these men, my investigation estab- 
lishes, it must heed their demand for the 
enactment of the progressive policies which 
the election of President Taft promised.

“As was the case particularly with the 


second United States bank, the central bank | 


must run its affairs so as to weather legis- 
lative and executive attacks, Which may or 
may not occur coincidentally with strained 
financial conditions. If such attacks do not 
occur during the time of strained financial 
conditions, the policy of the bank induced 
by such attacks is liable to create them. 
Such was the case with the serious panic of 
1837. : 

* The chief defect in our financial system— 
that of failing to provide an elastic currency 
—can be corrected without recourse to a cen- 
tral bank and by a system not in itself in- 
consistemt with the fundamental principles 
under which our independent banking sys- 
tem, the greatest in the world, has been built 
up. The whole trend of discussion for the 
last fifteen years has been towards such a 
system. The Aldrich-Vreeland bill, unsetis- 
factory as it was to many financial reform- 
ers, seems to represent all that was legis- 
latively possible of accomplishment at pres- 
ent. 
‘* But we progress slowly in financial legis- 
lation in this country, and it is fortunate 
for us that we do. I regard the chances for 
progress in such legislaticn along the lines 
of a properly guarded elastic currency, is- 
sued by the independent banks, as much bet- 
ter than that of the central bank. When once 
it is looked upon as a possibility it will be 
the subject of the same widespread attack 
and agitation which twice before occupied, to 
the distraction of almost every other issue, 
the attention of the péople of the United 
States.”’

The duke of Gandolfi, whose marriage to Dona 
Francesca de Nerviana has taken place lately at Turin, 
is not an Italian, as might be imagined from his title, 
but an Englishman, anj succeeded to his father’s hon- 
ors about three years ago. There is a good dea! of dif- 
ference of opinion as to the origin of the house of 
Gandolfi; and, whereas it has been stated in print that 
the grandfather of the late duke started life in a 
humble way, and in his early day kept a small shop 
in London, the late duke claimed descent in an un- 
broken line from Count Manfred Gandolfi, who was one 
of the ten nobles of Genoa to whom Baranger, king of 
Italy, granted the indJependence of Genoa in A. D. 938. 


Be this as it may, the fact remains that the grand- 
father of the late duke and the great-grandfather of 
the present holder of the title married in 1808 the only 
sister and sole heiress of Thomas Hornyold of Black- 
more Park, with whose death one of the oldest county 
families, possessed of a pedigree going back without 
interruption in the male line to the twelfth century, 
became extinct. The son of the totally untitled Gan- 
dolfi, who married Theresa Hornyold, heiress of Black- 
more park, secured the permission of the English 
crown to assume the surname of Hornyoli and the 
armorial bearings of his mother’s family when he suc- 


graftment of so many forms of new civi- 
lization upon the old, all must be credited 
to the remarkable brain and the dominant 
purpose of Ito. To the powerful organ- 
ization which he created was due the suc- 
cess of Japan in the war with China and |. 
subsequently the war with Russia. In a 
word, he was to Japan what Bismarck 
was to Germany. 

Ito-was a statesman in the highest 
sense of the word. He created and fash- 
icned a estate, he transformed feudalism 
into autocracy. He set a people upon 
the first rung of the ladder of democracy. 
He inaugurated and carried to a suc 
cessful conclusion a revolution of great 
import, not only to his own countrymen 
but to the whole world, and he did this 
tremendous work without bloodshed. The 
triumph was one of constructive states- 
manuship unsurpassed in history. 

Ito was a born diplomat. His influence 
upon the treaty relations of Japan and 
the rest of the world, the personal hu- 
‘miliation he was willing to undergo rather 
than to permit his country to be plunged 
into a hopeless war with three great Du- 
ropean powers, threatened by their de- 
mand that Japan surrender the conti- 
nental fruits. of its victory over China, 
his return to power, and the wisdom with 
which he directed. Japan’s share in the 
international occepation of Peking. in

title of his own. He attempted to revive the titles of 
marquis and count, borne by the Gandolfis of Genoa in 
the middle ages, and, as a preliminary thereto, secured 
from the English crown a license to add the name of 
Gandolfi, without any title, to that of Hornyold. Then, 
finding that there were a lot of people in England and 
abroad who weré disposed to question the authenticity 
of his pretensions to descent from the medieval Counts 
ani Marquesses Gandolfi, and to dispute his rights to 
their: titles, he proceeded to obtain from the late pope 
a patert of marquis in 1895, and of duke in 1899. 

It is open to doubt whether he really improved his 
status thereby. For papal titles of nobility, owing to 
the freedom and almost recklessness with which they 
were conferred in return for payment of heavy fees 
during the reign of Pius IX. and Leo XIII, are held 
to be of little account, and naturally the people who 
previously had been opposed to the late duke of Gan- 
dolfi argued that the fact that he should/have consid- 
ered it necessary to obtain a marquisate from the pope 
in 1895 constituted an admission that he had no real 
right to that title by birth and descent. It is hardly 
necessary to add that he was extremely sensitive about 
his title of duke, and, although he never as an English 
citizen obtained the necessary permission from the 
English crown to bear it, cruelly resented any failure 
to make use thereof in addressing him. In fact, it 
used to be asserted at the Carlton club in London, to. 
which he belonged, that the hall porter had his strict 
orders to return to the dead letter office all letters ad- 
dressed to him as “Charles Hornyold Esq.” 

The present duke, his eldest son, is about 30 years 
of age, and owes his Christian name of Alfonso to 
the fact that the late king of Spain was his godfather. 
He would have been more sensible if on his father’s 
death he had refrainej from adopting the latter’s for- 
eign honors, and if he had resumed the name of 
Hornyolad. For it is always ridiculous for a man to 
make use of a title which is not recognized by the 
government of the country of which he is a citizen, 
and which is, unger any circumstances, of the mush- 
room order—that is to say, of recent creation. For 
Alfonso Gandolfi is not permitted to make use of his 
papal title of duke and marquis at court, or in any 
English official document, being forced to content him- 
self with being plain Mr. Alfonso Hornyold-Ganiolf.

sti and glorious in its ancient cypresses. 
We pass through another pavilion in the 
cemter of a wall dividing this court from 
the one beyond, the pavilion itself roofed 
with beautiful green and blue tiles and 
surrounded by a marble balustrade, and find 
ourselves in a second court, equally glorious 
in its low gnarled pines. 

We now enter the great sacrigcing hall 
which stands at the rear of this court. The 
approach is by a marble terrace resembling 
those I saw yesterday at the Temple of 
Heaven, and which are, apparently, charac- 
teristic features of Chinese architecture. 
The sweep of the roof of this noble hall 
is one of the finest that I have ever seen. 
At the ends of the building the roof ex- 
tends at least 10 feet beyond the walis. 
The intensity of the color of the tile in 
its broad expanse is very fine. Within the 
hall are no statues, simply a smal) sacrificia) 
table with the customary set of sacrificial 
vessels. and behind a lLttle roofed shrine, 
-on a dais, within which is the tablet. 


Hall of Mammoth Columns. 
This imposing hall is said to be the equal, 
if not the superior, in dignity and height to 
eny in Japan. It ie magnificent in its beau- 
tifully colored roof and in its massive teak 
wood columns from Burma, of which there 
are thirty-two in number, each twelve feet 
in diameter. The hall is lighted from the 
front by tiny windows of paper. 
Leaving this hall we make our way into 
another great courtyard just beyond, filled 
with splendid oaks, the leaves of which fur- 
nish food for wild silkworms. At the back 
of this courtyard, which, like the others, is 
surrounded by a great wall, rises the so- 
called tomb. In front of the tomb is a great 
stone altar, containing a set of stone sacri- 
ficial vessels. ‘ 
We enter the tomb by a semi-circular arch- 
way in front and follow a long passageway 
through solid masonry, which terminates in 
a door of masonry, beyond which is an earth 
mound, which, from its enormous size, ap- 
pears Mke a natural hill. In the heart of 
this mound is the real tomb. The mound is 
more than half a mile in circumference and 
is covered with fine cypresses and oaks. At 
this door the passageway divides to theright 
and left, and we make our way by a long 
flight of steps to the great terraces above, 
on which stands a double storied structure 
covering the tombstone, which is just in front 
of the tomb proper. The tombstone is a 
monolith, about three feet in depth, six feet 
in width, and eighteen feet in height. It has 
been painted red and bears the name of the 
emperor. 


Yankee Soldier Leaves Mark. 


On the plastered wall of the great archway 
over the tomb I found this inscription: 
A. J. KADLEC, 
Ind., U. 8. A., Pvt. U. 8. M. C. 
6—9— 1908. 

Best of all is the view from the parapet. 
Before us opens out a panorama not sur- 
passed in beauty or grandeur or solemnity 
by that of the Valley of the Kings in Egypt. 
Around us rises one after another range of 
hills, with zigzag and broken lines; low in 
front of us, the oaks of a gorgeous gold color, 
and just beyond the green of the pines, and 
stil beyond the more solemn green of the 
cypresses. Up out of their midst rises the 
splendid yellow roof of the great hal. On 
either side are the colored roofs of the walis 
and the gateways. Over the hills is thé deep- 
ening purple haze of the twilight and in the 
west a sky of deepening gold. 

This tomb, occupying this little promontory 
of this valley, is properly located. No sight 
could be more imposing or have a more 
matchices setting. Although we realize that 
we must make our long journey back home 
by the light of paper lanterns, we stand here 
spelibound and entranced. The purple fades 
on the hills, and they change to gray; down 
in the valley we can hear the tinkle of bells 
and blasts of shepherds’ horns, and see the 
smoke rising from the villages. The sky 
overhead is alive with swallows.

Struggle at Minnéapolis Will Clear

Probably never in the history of western 
football have games been played on the last 
Saturday in October that will rank in tm- 
portance with the contests scheduled for next 
Saturday. 

Heretofore the big teams have arranged 
their schedules in such a way that the more 
important and crucial struggies occurred 
later in the season, when the elevens were 
in better condition and more fit to stand hard 
battles. The playing oT Saturday's games 
necessitates the contending elevens being in 
the best of Shape and at the pinnacle of foot- 


ball perfection. 

The Chicago-Minnesota, Wisconsin-North- 
western, Illinois-Purdue, Michigan-Syracuse, 
and Notre Dame-Pittsburg battles are the 
ones up for decision and the results of these 
contests will be awaited with interest. In 
view of the fact. that the results of the first 
named two games will have a direct bearing 
on the western championship and Michigan 
and Noire Dame will be engaged in interscho- 
lastic contests, the contests are of more than 
usual importance, 


Maroons’ Game Most Important. 

Although Michigan will meet Syracuse at 
Ann Arbor and Purdue will journey to Urbana 
te give battle to Illinois, the Chicago-Minnesota 
contest at Minneapolis will occupy the center of 
the western football stage. Even in the east there 
is not a game scheduled which will take on the- 
importance of this game. Both coaches have pre- 
pared their elevens carefully for this battle and 
those who witness it will see more advanced foot- 
ball at this time of the year than ever before in 
the history of the game in this séction. 

Because of the intense football rivalry which 
always has existed between Purdue and Ilinois 
this coritest means a great deal to those vitally 
concerned, but outside of this it carries Mttle im- 
portance. Both teams have been defeated by con- 
ference elevens. Consequently they are out of the 
running for the title and the resuit only will fur- 
nish a basis for rating the western conference 
teams at the end of the season. 

Notre Dame’, in its game with Pittsburg, which 
will be played in the Smoky City, will meet a 
‘eam which will give the Catholics an awful con- 
test. The comparatively easy win of the easterners 
over the Carlisie Indians last Saturday by a 14 to 
8 count makes them loom up as a formidable aggre- 
gation, one capable of giving any team in the 
country a stiff argument. Notre Dame showed 
well in its contest with the Michigan Aggies last 
Saturday and its work in this game stampe it as 
@ worthy opponent for the eastern eleven. 


Michigan Out for Revenge. 

Michigan will try to retrieve its lost laurels in its 
game with Syracuse. The Wolverines were de- 
feated by the New Yorkers last year by a decisive 
score and Yost is out for reyenge. Although his 
team did not show anything brilliant in the Mar- 
quette contest last Saturday, Michigan has a team 
which is sure to improve as the season progresses, 
but unless the Wolverines show a marked improve- 
ment over last Saturday's work, they are likely to 
meet defeat. Syracuse is coached this year by T. 
A. D. Jones, the former Yale quarter back. 

Although Jones has but one old man on the team 
this year, the work of the eleven in its games played 
so far has been good. Yale and the Indians were 
given hard battles and they won only after playing 
the best kind of football. However, the two teams 
appear to be evenly matched and the playing of 
Michigan in this game will give a good line on its 
chances of winning from Pennsylvania on Nev. 18. 

Local followers of the popular college time, 
who do not care to take the trip to Minneapolis. 
will have an opportunity of seeing.a good game at 
Evanston between Northwestern and Wiscons'na. 
Although the Badgers look like the stronger team, 
the Purple aggregation is one one not to be despised.

contest, for he realizes that his team must make a 
good showing in this contest to enjoy a successful 
season. : 


; Badgers Not in Their Stride. 


Wisconsin experienced no end of trouble in win- 
ning from Indiana last Saturday and its offense 
was not good enough to throw consternation into 
the ranks of other teams. The fact is granted that 
the Badgers have not reached their best form and 
probably will not until Minnesota is met on Nov. 
13. However, Northwestern will be keyed up to 
its highest pitch, where it will be able to fight 
Wisconsin for evéry yard. 

A disastrous defeat at this time of the year would 
be one of the.worst poagsible things that could 
happen, and this is what the coaches are striving 
to avoid. Horr and Gillesby, the Purple coaches, 
saw the Badgers in action last Saturday and have 
a good idea what to expectin their game. Already 
Horr has devised a defense which he believes wil] 
stop the majority of the Badger attacks. If his de- 
fense works out successfully Northwestern has a 
good chance to hold Wisconsin to a low score, for 
if the Purple plays do not gain Ward can boot 
the ball far enough to keep it out of danger.

Weather Favorable for Corn, but Val- 


ues Are Firm; Oats Are Ea-y. : 


‘Jn view of the bearish sentiment of the 
lecal pit crowd, and the generally depressing 
character of the news, the wheat market was 
remarkably firm yesterday, closing un- 
changed to %@\%c higher. Trade was not 
large, but there was enough buying on the 
early break by commission houses to take up 
the surplus offerings and cause a sharp rally 
mear the finish. Cash markets were again 
weak in all positions, with receipts large at 

_ @Il points, while the prospects are for an- 
other big increase in world’s supplies for the 
week. The rapid accumulation of stocks in 
Russia and European positions makes the 
outlook for any export business increasingly 
roor, while the domestic situation is becom- 
ing less bullish from @ supply and demand 
sAandpoint. 


Cash Premiums Still High. 

While cash premiums have been shaded 
materially the last few days compared to a. 
week or so ago, the price for the rea! wheat 
@re still high compared to futures, and it ' 
remains to be seen whether farmers will con- 
tinue to sell freely on the decline, 
end whether the milling demand wil 
eontinue to drag. There is no question but 
what millers have supplied themselves to a 
large exteni for the future needs, through 
fear of a repetition of the scramble for cash 
offerings of last spring. but with a big busi- 
ness in flour an increased call at primary 
points may again develop. It is reasonably 
certain that wheat will be a domestic propo- 
sition pure and simple during the remainder 
of the year, barring a crop calamity in the 
Argentine. 


Australian Reports Are Bullish. 


Broomhall reported unfavorable crop de- 
velopments in Australia, but reports from 
Argentina said the damage from locusts had 
been exaggerated, the genera) outlook being 
favorable. Liverpool was unchanged to 
¥%d higher, but continental markets were 
generally heavy. The united kingdom con- 
tinues to receive but a limited percentage of 
the world’s expors, and this tends to keep 
the English markets firm. Russian offerings 
continue large, and there are few signs of any 
immediate let up in the exports from that 
country. Other cereals have made good crops 
in Russie, leavihg a lJarge percentage of the 
Wheat crop available for export. In Ger- 
many crop conditions are improving a little. 


European Stocks Increase. ‘ 

The European visible showed an increase 
for the week of 6,276,000 bu. Bradstreet’s 
was delayed, but was expected to show an 
increase of about 8,500,000 bu. Primary. re- 
ceipts here were 1,455,000 bu, or about 500,000 
bu more than a year ago. Receipts here 
were 101 cars, with 42 cars expected today.

It is hardly reason- 
able to expect heavy marketings on any big slump, - 
however, in view of the recent attitude of the 
farmers. Minneapolis cash wheat was about \c 
off relatively. Winntoeg geported a slow inguiry 
for exports, while receipts at the Canadian ket 
are still heavy. 


Barrell &.Co: had the following. reports from 
Washington: Waterville—Wheat is being shipped 
as fast as cars can be obtained. At Douglas alice 
over 100,000 sacks are piled or stored, and gra’® 
is pouring in dally. Colteon-—Colton warehouses are 
choked with wheat, and farmers hauling are un- 
able to find space. Miltom—Storage capacity is 
filled here. Pullman—Despite heavy wheat ship-~ 
ments nearly every warehouse is filled and large 
plies stacked on outside platforms. Palouse— 
Warehouses are full to overflowing. One closed 
down until room can be made by shipments. 
Wawawal, Almota, and Penwawal—Warehouses 
overflowing with grain. Receipts here have broken 
all records.”’ 


“ Primary receipts this crop year are approx!i- 
mately 8.000.000 under corresponding period last 
year,” said Ware-Leland. ‘* The United States 
visible shows about 14,000,000 less, but exports of 
wheat arid flour as compiled by Bradstreet’s shows 
28,000,000 less. Cash wheat in St. Louis, Kansas 
City, and Omaha is from 7c to 20c higher than a 
year ago. Minneapolis and Duluth aiso higher. 
December wheat in Chicago is about 4c higher, and 
the May about 2c. With a crop estimated at 60,000, - 
000 greater than a year ago, will these prices 
maintain ?’’

Mrs. Young Says Some School 
Congestion Unavoidable. 


MUST LOOK INTO FUTURE. 


Institutions Here Better Off than Those 
in Other Cities. 


The congestion of pupils in Chicago’s pub- 
Me schools is chronic and cannot be com- 
pletely remedied, according to a statement 
made by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superin- 
tendent of schools, yesterday in discussing 
the report which she has sent to the members 
of the board. 

The only way overcrowding of certain 
schoole can be prevented, she maintains, is 
to be able to look into the future and learn 
in what sections population is going to make 
rapid increases. 

‘‘ A few years ago the Jones school, at Har- 
rison street and Third avenue, was over- 
crowded,” said Mrs. Young. ‘‘ Now it has 
but a small attendance. The same is true at 
the Haven school, and the Hoyne school has 
pot enough pupils to maintain day sessions. 


Downtown School Crowded. 

*“T can remember when there Was an over- 
crowded school at the northwest corner of 
‘Madison and Dearborn streets. 

“There is no remedy for the overcrowd- 
ing which is bound to occur in certain rapidly 
growing sections. We are doing our best to 
meet these conditions, but there are certain 
things we cannot foretell. With all our 
crowded schools the conditions are not as 
bad as in Philadelphia. We have about 
10,000 pupils attending half day sessions, 
while they have 15,000.”’
